The election of Mrs 
Palmiter and Hartsuff caused 
the defeat of incumbent 
Board members Ralph V.

NEW BOSTON - Mrs. Pat 
Wiseley this week clarified 
the proposed transition group 
program for first graders in 
the Huron School District. 

Last week’s issue of the 
Romulus Roman incorrectly 
characterized the program a 
“non-traditional.” 


Mrs. Wiseley said, “All of 
the early elementary teachers 
were agreed as to the need for 
a level I or a transition group 
betweeen kindergarten and 
first grade, but as far as such 
a program being 
‘non-traditional’ that is 
absurd. 


“I presented this program 
to the board and was asked 
by one board member 
speciflcially if this would be 
traditional and I answered by 
saying, ‘Yes, it is traditional. 
All materials being used will 
be traditional.* “ 

She added, “In fact, it 
should not be any different 


than any other first grade 
room in our system. TCiere 
will be math, social studies, 
science, spelling and 
eventually reading. 

“The only difference will 
be the prolonged reading 
readiness before the formal 
reading is introduced. Some 
children need this extra 
readiness before they begin to 
read, but will eventually 
achieve reading at grade level 
very quickly. Once they begin 
to read, they will progress at 
a much faster rate then the 
other first graders.” 

“It Is a program much too 
long to print in the paper, 
and those of you that were at 
this school board meeting 
heard me explain it.” 

She concluded, “I am not 
trying to explain the whole 
program now, but I would 
like to clear this idea of 
‘non-traditional’ up for those 
vho unfortunately missed the 
neetlng and became 
misinformed by the 
newspaper article.”

Our Readers Write 


To the Editor: 

In reply to the complaint 
in your letter box from 
several citizens of Huron 
Township regarding the 
annual increase in property 
taxes due to the State 
Equalized Value increases. I 
want to set the records 
straight that the Supervisor 
levies only the amounts that 
he is requested to do by the 
School Boards, County 
Boards, Township Boards, 
and the Courts. 

The amounts requested are 
in most cases approved by the 
citizens of Huron Township, 
for example, about two years 
ago the Huron School Board 
requested an increase of five 
mills ($5.00 per thousand on 
S.E.V.) which was approved 
by a majority vote of the 
citizens of Huron Township 
thereby also giving their 
approval of the increases 
which were due to the S.E.V. 

The County citizens 
likewise two years ago 
approved a one mill ($1.00 
per thousands on S.E.V.) 
increase by referendum, 
thereby giving their stamp of 
approval on tax increases 
caused by the State Equalized 
voluation increases. 

The six mills which is 
levied by the Huron 
Township Water Department 
was approved by the citizens 
of Huron Township in 1961. 
This levy will continue until 
water is made available to 
every citizen in the township. 

The eight mills levied for 
the first time in 1969 is for 
Sanitary Sewer facilities 
ordered by the Courts. This 
levy will also continue until 
all sewerage which presently 
is going into our ditches, 
streams, river, back and 
front yards are reverted into 
the sewers which must be 
provided to carry the 
sewerage to plants for proper 
treatment and disposal to 
stop pollution of our waters 
etc. 


of S.E.V.) The one mill or 
about $25,000 per year is all 
that the property owners pay 
in property taxes for the 
services they receive from the 
Township, such as the 
monthly rubbish collection 
(which alone costs over 
$18,000 annually) police 
protection, fire protection 
etc. 

In conclusion, on property- 
taxes which I think are 
entirely too high, we only 
levy the taxes approved by 
the citizens to provide the 
monies to pay for the services 
demanded by them. 

The annual increases in 
the State Equalized V a lues 
which imposes higher taxes is 
not sneaked in as stated by 
the complainants, it is similar, 
except much less than the 
increases demanded by the 
people working for private 
corporations which is around 
$1.25 to $1.50 per hour 
package which we have been 
hearing on radio, T.V., 
Newspapers etc. 

Let us remember that 
public employees providing 


the services which our 
citizens demand must also get 
increases because they must 
pay for just as much for a 
loaf of bread or a quart of 
milk as does the factory 
worker, also a very high 
dollar for all manufactured 
products. 

Mr. Chas. E. Marley’s 
statement which was referred 
to in the complainant’s letter 
is correct r on the other hand 
if our lawmakers had not 
approved the State Equalized 
Value provisions in the State 
Tax laws, then there could 
not be such increases levied. 

Huron Township taxes are 
no higher than the 
neighboring communities. 
For 1969 the Romulus 
Township tax levy was 
$49.33 per thousand on 
S.E.V. Huron Township was 
$51.21 per thousand on 
S.E.V. 

I would be happy to meet 
with any individual or group 
to discuss the tax problem, 
just call me or stop at my 
office anytime.

Rights Board 
Seeks Director 


DETROIT - The search 
for an executive director for 
the Michigan Civil Rights 
Commission to replace the 
late Burton I. Gordin is being 
conducted throughout the 
state of Michigan and the 
nation. 

Commission Chairman 
Julian A. Cook, Jr. said the 
Commission is making a 
careful and thorough search 
for a qualified person to fill 
the director’s post, vacant 
since March 20 when Gordin 
was shot to death in 
downtown Detroit by an 
unknown assailant. 

Gordin was the first 
director of the Commission 
and set up the agency when it 
began operation six years ago. 
The full-time staff now 
numbers 199. 

The executive director of 
the MCRA is the unique 
position of being the 
administrative head of the 
largest state civil rights 
agency staff in the country 
and the only one created by 
a state constitution. 

The revised 1963 Michigan 
Constitution gave the 
Commission power “to 
investigate alleged 
discrimination against any 
person because of religion, 
race, color or national origin 
in the enjoyment of civil 
rights without such 
discrimination.” 

As head of one of the 19 


major departments of state 
government, the MCRC 
director oversees the activities 
of a staff which carries out 
the constitutional mandate 
principally in the fields of 
education, employment, 
housing, public 
accommodations and law 
enforcement. 

The executive director is 
appointed by and reports to 
the Commission, whose eight 
members are appointed by 
the Governor. Headquarters 
of the agency are in Detroit. 

“The Executive Director 
must have positive and 
affirmative attitudes about 
civil rights, their enforcement 
and the eudcation of the 
public against illegal 
discrimination. He should 
easily be able to relate 
effectively to a wide variety 
of community individuals and 
groups,” said Cook. 

Other requirements are an 
advanced degree in social 
work, law, administration or 
related fields or equivalent 
previous experience. The 
applicant may be male or 
female.

Study 
Toll By 


Facts gained from a study 
of 1970*s Memorial Day and 
New Year’s weekend highway 
deaths have prompted 
Automobile Club of Michigan 
to send a letter to every 
member of the Michigan 
House of Representatives 
re-emphasizing the need for 
adopting .10 as the 
blood-alcohol level to 
determine a motorist drunk. 

The Michigan Senate has 
already passed such a bill. 

“Studies of these past two 
holidays’ traffic deaths show 
that persons unde: 26 years 
old account for a highly 
disproportionate share of 
fatalities, with alcohol 
suspected over half the time,** 
James Moffat, Auto Club’s 
assistant general manager 
said. 

A preliminary 
investigation of this Memorial 
Day weekend’s fatal accidents 
shows that of the 22 persons 
who died between 6 p.m. 
Thursday and midnight 
Sunday, 15 were under 26 
years old, or 70 percent. 

Auto Club points out that 
persons under 26 years old 
comprise 21 percent of the 
driving population and just 
under 50 percent of the total 
population. 

Alcohol was a factor in 
four of 15 deaths involving 
persons 25 and under over 
Memorial Day weekend. It 
was listed as “not stated’’ in 
four other fatalities and “not 
involved” in seven accidents. 
If the known and “not 
stated” categories are 
combined. Auto Club states 
that alcohol involvement is a 
factor in 45 percent of the 
deaths. 

In its most recent “Bring 
‘Em Back Alive!” study of 
fatal traffic accidents titled 
“Portrait of a Year, 1969,” 
Auto Club states that some 
officers check the “not 
stated” category after an 
accident because they “....do 
not want to state what 
appears obv J ous on an 
accident reord without 
empirical proof for the 
courts.” 


The 1969 study also says 
that indicating “not stated” is 
just poor accident reporting 
on the part of some 
law-enforcement officials. 

Auto Club’s 1969 study 
also points out that of the 
first 10 persons who died on 
state highways in 1970, all 
were under 26 years old, and 
all died between midnight 
and 7:30 a.m. New Year’s 
Day. Nine of those killed 
were 21 years old and under. 

The 1969 study adds that 
“....alcohol was a definite 
factor in seven of the first 10 
deaths in 1970. If the deaths 
listed as alcohol ‘not stated’ 
are added to the ‘yes’

category, alcohol was a factor 
in nine of the 10 deaths. 

“....the first ten deaths in 
1970 dramatically point out 
that alcohol, inexperience 
and youth when mixed with 
driving a car is a lethal 
combination,” the study 
states. 


“We do not yet have 
statistics to show how many 
of the under-26-year-old 
motorists were driving or 
what the circumstances were 
in each death over Memorial 
Day weekend,” points out 
Moffat. 

‘This will be part of our 
1970 ‘Bring ‘Em Back Alive!’ 
study which we will publish 
next year,” he added. 


Auto Club’s preliminary 
analysis of this Memorial Day 
weekend’s 22 deaths in 21 
accidents shows the 
following: 

* There were 27 drivers 
involved, all male. 

* Of those killed, there 
were 10 drivers, 10 passengers 
and two pedestrians. 

* Twenty of 27 drivers 
involved, or 74 percent, were 
within 25 miles of home. 


* Alcohol was a proven 
factor in 29.6 percent of the 
22 accidents and “not stated” 
in 14.9 percent. Past Auto 
Club studies and other 
investigations show that 
alcohol is a factor at least half 
the time. 

* Single-vehicle accidents 
accounted for 62 percent of 
the accidents. 


♦ In addition to the 13 
single-vehicle accidents 
(including one motorcycle 
crash), there were a pair of 
two-car, head-on crashes, two 
Angle collisions, two 
car-motorcycle collisions and 
two single-car pedestrian 
accidents. 


* Deaths by age are as 
follows: 13 months, one 
death; nine years, one; 15 
years, one; 17 years, one; 18 
years, one; 19 years, two; 21 
years, three; 22 years, three; 
23 years, one; 25 years, one; 
27 years, one; 32 years, one; 
34 years, one; 43 years, one; 
44 years, one 51 years, one, 
and 55 years, one. 

* When compared with the 
34 deaths during the 78-hour 
Memorial Day weekend in 
1969, deaths this past holiday 
dropped 36 percent.

The five party choices in 
November is two less than in 
1968 when an all-time high of 
seven parties were on the 
ballot. Besides the two 
traditional major parties, 
Republican and Democrat, 
the other parties qualifying 
for a spot in November were 
the American Independent 
party, the Socialist Workers, 
and Socialist Labor. 

Two parties which 
qualified in 1968. .. New 
Politics and Prohibition. . . 
did not qualify this year. 

Minority parties must gain 
at least one percent of the 
votes cast for the successful 
secretary of state to 
automatically qualify for a 
spot on the general election 


without collecting 
qualifying petitions.

The American 
Independent Party, by virtue 
of its strong showing in the 
last election, qualified for 
both the primary and general 
elections and did not have to 
file qualifying petitions. 

The largest number of 
minor parties to ever qualify 
in a Michigan election was in 
1938 when the Socialist, 
Socialist Labor, American, 
Commonwealth, Protestants 
United and Square Deal 
parties were on the ballot. 

Six minority parties were 
on the 1936 ballot, the last 
time the Farmer-Labor Party 
appeared, and in 1932, when 
the Communist Party was on 
the Michigan ballot. 

The Communist Party 
racked up its biggest vote in 
1932. . . 7,906. It was listed 
for the last time in 1940 
when it polled only 2,387 
votes. 

Hare said by far the 


biggest vote recorded by a 
so-called minor party in 
Michigan history was the 
331,968 compiled by the 
American Independent Party 
in 1968. 

Previous high was by the 
National Progressive Party in 
1912.

Time To Register Boats 


If you own a boat which is 
16 feet or longer and you use 
it in the Great Lakes or 
connecting waterways, now’s 
a great time to get it licensed 
for the 1970 boating season. 

Michigan’s boat plate law 
applies to all crafts whether 
they are motor-driven or not 
so long as they qualify in 
length and are used in the 
Great Lakes or connecting 
rivers and lakes. 

Boat plates must be 
purchased each year. They 
may be obtained at selected 
Secretary of State branch 
offices, usually the larger 
branch offices or branches 
close to affected waterways. 

Michigan’s boat plate 
law. . .in effect since 
1911. . . is not to be confused 
with the state’s motorboat 
registration law in which all 
m o t o rboats must be 
registered during three-year 
cycles. 

Cost of plates, according 
to Secretary of State James 
M. Hare, range all the way 
from $5 for boats 16 to 20 


feet to tonnage rates for 
boats longer than 65 feet. 

Many boats qualify for 
both boat plates and 
motorboat registration, says 
Hare. 

The boat plate law applies 
to sailboats if they are 16 feet 
or longer and use the Great 
Lakes or connecting waters. 
The only exceptions are 
canoes of any length with 
motors of less than two 
horsepower. 

Boat plates, notes Hare, go 
With the boats if they are sold 
qjt tranferred. The boat plate 
registration is transferred to 
t^ie new owner at no cost. 

Plates should be displayed 
on both sides of the boat 
back of the center of the 
craft so they do not conflict 
with possible numbering of 
the boat which goes on the 
front of the hull. 

Plates should be as easily 
seen at all times and must be 
attached so that tarpaulins or 
other boat coverings will not 
hide them. 


Boat owners unsure of the 
length of their boats may 
measure them from the tip of 
the bow to the back of the 
boat. 

Following Is the cost of boat 
plates: 

16 feet. . . but not over 20 
feet. . . $5. 

over 20 feet. . . but not over 
28 feet. . . 15. 

over 28 feet. . . but not over 
35 feet. . . 25. 

over 35 feet. . . but not over 
42 feet. . . 35. 

over 42 feet... but not 
over 50 feet. . . 45. 

over 50 feet. . . but not over 
65 feet. . . 75. 

Boats longer than 65 feet 
are based on $1,00 per foot 
and $1.00 per ton 
additionally for each 
registered gross tonnage.

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No State Education Aid Bill 
Threatens School Districts

LANS1NG---Figures 
released this week by State 
Rep. Richard Young 
(D-Dearborn Heights) 
indicate that western Wayne 
County school districts have 
much to lose if the legislature 
fails to reach a decision on a 
new state aid bill for 
education. 

While the proposals made 
by Governor William 
Milliken, the State Senate and 
the House of Representatives 
ail call for state aid boosts in 
most area school districts, a 
failure to pass any bill at all 
would reduce state aid in 
every district. 

The figures show that the 
proposals for state aid made 
by Governor Milliken would 
generally give area districts 
the smallest increase. 

The Republican-controlled 
Senate plan calls for slightly 
larger increases generally, and 
the Democrat ic-controlled 
House plan calls for larger 
increases yet. 

A joint Senate-House 
committee is now working on 
a compromise between the 


Prosecutor, Sheriff Get 
Staff Manpower Increases 


Expansion of the 
Prosecuting Attorney’s staff 
and a new organized crime 
unit coordinated by the 
Sheriff were given immediate 
approval at the latest meeting 
of the Wayne County Board 
of Commissioners. 

The Board also: 

* Declared “in principle” 
its Intention to merge the 
offices of County Clerk and 
Register of Deeds at the end 
o* their present terms. 

* Approved $2,875,000 in 
capital improvements 
projects, primarily building 
improvements at Wayne 
County General Hospital and 
the County Jail. 

* Passed a resolution 
urging approval of the Wayne 
County Community College 
millage proposition which 
will be on the Aug. 4 primary- 
election ballot. 

The Commissioners, 
meeting June 4, approved 10 
new assistant prosecuting 
attorney positions. In 
requesting the increase, 
Prosecuting Attorney William 
L. Cahalan said his caseload 
has risen to the point that his 
assistants often try cases with 
little or no preparation. 

Cahalan had requested 13 
more assistants in his current 
budget, but was granted only 
two more. He said he will 
scale down next year’s budget 
request as a result of the 
Board’s action. 

The organized crime 
surveillance unit is being 
established with the aid of a 
$107,800 Federal grant under 
the Omnibus Crime Control 
and Safe Streets Program. 
The Sheriff and 16 local 
police departments will pool 
their resources to establish an 
undercover unit which will 
concentrate on organized 
criminal activities. 

The Board of 
Commissioners approved the 
assignment of one detective 
sergeant and two patrolmen 
to the unit - the equivalent 
of a $41,000 matching 
contribution to the program. 

The Board adopted a 


merger when a vacancy 
occurs in either office. The 
amendment was 
recommended by the Board’s 
special committee on county 
reorganization. 

The capital improvements 
program calls for: $1.3 
million in improvements and 
expansions at Wayne County 
General Hospital, primarily in 
the obstetrical, newborn 
nursery' and adult intensive 
care operations; and $1.5 
million for ventilation and 
electrical improvements at 
the Jail. 

Circuit Court jury facilities 


will be improved at a cost of 
$45,000 and detailed plans 
for renovation of the Old 
County Building will be 
prepared at a cost of 
$30,000. 

The Commissioners also 
reined $460,000 in capital 
Improvement funds to match 
State, Federal and foundation 
funds which are anticipated 
for construction of a new 
Cooperative Extension 
Service Center in the city of 
Wayne. 

The resolution supporting 
the Community College’s bid 
for voter approval of a 


one-mill ($1 per $1,000 of 
equalized valuation) describes 
the school as “essential” to 
the well-being of the people 
of Wayne County. 

It was pointed out that a 
$1.6 million" state gram to the 
colleg' » uiib.j y will bt 
dependent on approval of the 
millage. 

This year the college had 
15,000 students attending 
evening classes at 29 
“borrowed” locations 
throughout the County. The 
college wishes to add daytime 
classes and begin developing 
its own facilities.

Belleville Hosts Seminar 
For Area Bus Drivers 


BELLEVILLE -More than 
300 school bus drivers from 
20 local school districts held 
a two-day series of classes and 
driving tests at Belleville High 
School June 15-16. 


Classes and driving tests 
will be conducted by 
members of the Michigan 
State Police, the Wayne 
County Intermediate School 
District, Eastern and Western 
Michigan Universities, and the 
Michigan Department of 
Education. 

By law all school bus 
drivers are required to take 
twelve clock hours of 
educational classes and tests 
each year to be certified. The 
Belleville workshop sessions, 
28 classes and tests, replace 
the fall and winter classes 
usually held during afternoon 
and evening hours. 

Bus drivers during the July 
Education sessions will meet 
in large and small class 
groups.

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A twice-yearly inspection 
and repair of gutters and 
downspouts will double or 
triple the life of your roof 
drainage system. 

It is best to inspect just 
before spring rains and just 
after leaves fall. 

Standing water causes 
most gutter troubles. All 
gutters must be pitched 
slightly toward downspout 
openings. Water fails to run 
off when the pitch is lost. 

Check gutters by pouring 
water in them and observing 
speed and direction of flow. 
Control pitch by adjusting or 
replacing hangers. 


Standing water may also 
be the result of leaves or 
other debris clogging gutters 
and downspouts. A whisk 
broom or glazier’s knife will 
generally take care of that 
problem. 

If a downspout is clogged, 
the chances are you will find 
wet leaves trapped in an 
elbow joint. Remove the 
elbow and clean it. Forcing 
leaves down the drain may 
only cause worse stoppage. 

Temporary repairs for 
holes in gutters may be made 
with plastic roofing cement. 
Clean the gutter around the 
hole and prefit patch of 
heavy roofing paper. Apply 
cement to metal, spreading it 
out fairly thin.

Seeping 


SEARCH FOR ATTIC LEAKS - Tiny streaks of 
sunlight and water stains on rafters and studs are clues to 
roof leaks in an unfinished attic. If the attic is finished or 
insulated, look for wet spots after a rain. To locate holes 
from the outside, push a wire through them from the attic. 


USE ROOFING CEMENT — Roofing cement leaks 
around the chimney flashing, the first spot to look for leaks 
on a roof. Renail large gaps. Seal cracks where the old 
cement has pulled away from the flashing, shingles or bricks 
by using a putty knife or brush and a substantial amount of 
roofing cement. 


CHECK ALL PROJECTIONS — Soil pipes, like 
chimneys, are often sources of leaks in attics. Repair them 
by coating the joint between the outer sleeve and pipe with 
either a putty knife or brush. Apply a heavy coating of 
cement to edges and exposed surface of the flashing and to 
all nailheads.

It’s Easy To Replace 
Damaged Shingles 


If a composition shingle is damaged, you 
should replace it. 

Loosen the nails in the shingle above the 
damaged one. Slip a flat spade (Illustration 
1) under the shingle without damaging it. 
Sharp edge of the spade will lift nails. 
Replace shingle on a warm day when 
material is pliable. 

Roofing cement sticks down shingles 
when they won’t lie flat. Use cement 
sparingly. 

Insert the new shingle (Illustration 2), 
renail shingle above it. Try to use the same 
nail holes, covering nail heads with roofing 
cement. With roofing nails, secure new 
shingle, placing nails Where old one had 
'Beeh. 

Stop leaking of split wooden shingle by 
driving prefitted square of aluminum or

galvanized sheet (Illustration 3). Metal 
should be big enough to fit under upper and 
center shingles. Nail if necessary.

PCHA Prepares 
LaundrySystem 


WAYNE-.-Peoples 
Community Hospital 
Authority has received 
approval of a $250,000 
Federal grant to assist in the 
financing of its $1,580,500 
central laundry to be 
constructed at Annapolis 
Hospital in Wayne. 

Announcement of the 
grant came from the office of 
Congressman William D. Ford 
in VVashington and the 
Michigan Department of 
Public Health in Lansing. In 
his telegram to Dr. Karl S. 
Klicka, Executive Director of 
the Authority, Cong. Ford 
stated that the Department of 
Health, Education and 
Welfare had approved the 
funds under the Hill-Burton 
Act. 

Plans and specifications 


for the new laundry facility 
were approved by the PCHA 
Board of Directors at its May 
meeting. 

“Our very thorough 
investigation of the laundry 
equipment presently available 
on the market has convinced 
us that the Poensgen system 
is a major break-through in 
the field of materials handling 
in hospitals,” Dr. Klicka 
added. “All the laundry 
processing for the four PCHA 
hospitals will be handled by 
this central facility. It also 
has capacity to handle the 
proposed fifth PCHA hospital 
unit in the City of Taylor. 

PCHA currently operates 
two laundries, one at its 
Annapolis Hospital and 
another at Outer Drive 
Hospital. 


The charge was made Jan. 31, 
and the fine is due July 6.

Causes 

Damage 


Water seeping into your 
home over a period of time 
can cause serious damage 
anywhere from attic to 
basement. 

Cracks in siding and 
foundation will let in their 
share of water, but those 
faults are generally easy to 
locate as soon as they occur. 

However, tiny leaks in the 
roof, mud- and leaf-clogged 
gutters, ill-fitting 
downspouts, and loose and 
crumbling mortar joints in 
the chimney may not be so 
apparent until water spots 
appear on your ceilings or 
walls. 

A careful inspection of 
attic and roof will reveal most 
of the flaws that could later 
cause grief. 

When you’re scheduling 
roof work, it’s best to pick a 
warm day, not only for 
reasons of comfort but for 
ease of handling materials. 
Composition shingles, roofing 
cement, and calk all are more 
pliable when they’re warm. 

When you check the roof, 
seal the exposed roof nails 
with roofing cement after 
you hammer them back in. 
Nails often work loose and let 
water seep through the roof 
into rafters and walls. The 
heads of nails that fasten 
box-type gutters onto the 
house should also be covered 
to prevent leakage. 

Replace any loose or 
broken shingles as soon as 
they’re located to prevent the 
early replacement of the 
entire roof. If the roof is in 
bad condition, reshingle it to 
avoid damage to your house.

Press the patch into place 
over hole. Spread excess 
cement over edges of patch to 
form watertight seal between 
metal and patch. 

Finish the job by coating 
the patch with cement. Patch 
will last for some time, but 
it’s best to replace gutter. 


CHECK MORTAR JOINTS — Calking seals cracks 
between the roof, flues and chimney caps and keeps water 
out. Calk the top joint inside where flue sections butt 
together. Broken or loose chimney caps let water seep into 
mortar joints below. Chip and clean out old mortar. Then 


wet the break with water and trowel in fresh cement. To 
tuck-point, clean and wirebrush the wet joint. Insert 
cement and smooth. You may remove loose brick, wet it 
and the cavity before resetting in new mortar. 


Care Needed On Ladders 


When you have to climb a 
ladder to get a maintenance 
job high on the house be sure 
that the ladder and your 
methods of using it are safe. 

Set the base qf the ladder 
against the house and walk 
the ladder up, hand over 
hand, as rapidly as possible. 
Keep your arms fairly 
straight. The ladder will seem 
to grow heavier at first, then 
lighter as it becomes vertical. 

Set the bottom of the 
ladder out a distance equal to 
one-fourth of Its extended 


height. This is optimum 
distance for the most strength 
and safety. 

The average person can 
raise a 24-30-foot wood 
ladder. Aluminum ladders, or 
those of other metals, are 
much lighter and simpler to 
move. 

When needing tools, it’s 
best to tie them to a rope tied 
to your waist and lift the 
tools up after you are safely 
situated. 

While working hang on 
with one hand. If you need

Hips between rails Is a rule 
of thumb when you reach out 
from a ladder. Never reach 
more than one arm’s length, 
holding on to something on 
the opposite of the ladder to 
prevent toppling sideways. 


Never paint a new wood 
ladder. It may develop 
defects beneath the paint 
where you wouldn’t be able 
to see them. For protection, 
give the ladder a coat or two 
of linseed oil or a good clean 
exterior finish that won’t 
hide wood. 
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MSU Students Blast 
Criticism Of Wharton 

To The Editor: 

In regards to the editorial article of Mr. John P. McGoff, 
entitled ‘Time to Appraise University Leaders”, printed in 
Associated Newspapers June 3. 1970. 

In his editorial comment. Mr. McGoff criticized MSU’s 
President Clifton R. Wharton’s statements, in his 
commencement address to the graduating class of John 
Hopkins University concerning American foreign policy. 

Mr. McGoff stated. “Mr. Wharton’s qualifications as a 
foreign policy expert are slim.” He did concede President 
Wharton’s attainment of a master’s degree from the school 
International Studies at John Hopkins University. 

However, he tactfully failed to mention numerous other 
qualifications of President Wharton in the field of foreign 
affairs, which include: from 1948*53, he headed the reports 
and analysis department for the American International 
Association for Economic and Social Development created by 
Gov. Nelson Rockefeller, in 1957, he was an executive 
-associate for the Agricultural Development Council and 
•stationed, until 1964, in Malaysia, where he was concerned 
with programs in Vietnam, Thailand, and Cambodia. 

During this time he also taught and conducted research as a 
visiting professor at the University of Malaysia. He specialized 
in the economic development of Latin America prior to his 
work in Asia, and served as a member of Gov. Rockefeller’s 
1969 presidential mission to Latin America. He is a trustee or 
director of the Asia Society and the Overseas Development 
Council, he is a member of the Board on Science and 
Technology’ for International Development of the National 
Academy of Sciences. 

He was a member of the Advisory Panel on East Asian and 
Pacific Affairs of the U.S. Department (AID). He is currently 
serving on the Advisory Council of the School of Advanced 
International Studies of John Hopkins University. He was, in 
1966, a member of the Presidential task force on agriculture in 
Vietnam and recently served on the United Nations 
Association of the U.S. panel devoted to world population and 
the quality of human development. 

He has been a consultant to the government of Malaysia, to 
the Mekong Committee of ECAFE (United Nations Regional 
Economic Commission for Asia and the Far East) and to the 
Asian Development Bank. He has served on the Committee on 
World Hunger of the Executive Council of the Episcopal 
Church and on the Committee on Content of the U.S. 
National Council of Churches and Roman Catholic Church 
joint program on world development. 

The aforestated qualifications are by no means inclusive of 
President WTiarton’s accomplishments. Thus, we believe Mr. 
McGoff wa$ grossly inaccurate in labeling President Wharton’s 
American foreign affairs credentials as inadequate. 

We suggest that in the future, before discrediting an 
individual’s qualifications. Mr. McGoff would be wise to 
research the individual’s background.

NEW YORK - Although 
this has been one of the 
slimmest seasons in New 
York history — it’s far too 
expensive to gamble on 
Broadway any more — there 
has been some quality, 
notably two dramas, “Child’s 
Play” and “Borstal Boy.” 

It’s been a long time since 
there was a good chiller on 
the Rialto, but “Child’s Play,” 
at the Royale, more than 
makes up for the wait with a 
visit to a highly gothic boys 
Catholic school. It is played 
without intermission, 
ostensibly to prevent a break 
in the mood, but more 
probably because paralysis 
sets in early and breathing is 
not resumed until curtain 
calls. 

Pat Hingle is a lovable old 
senior lay teacher at St. 
Charles’ — if Robert 
Marasco’s taut script can be 
faulted it is for larding 
Dobbs’ benevolence on so 
thickly as to make Mr. Chips 
vicious by comparison. 

Dobbs is disturbed, as are 
the other teachers, by an 
unexplained outbreak of 
sadistic behavior among the 
students. The boys attack 
each other in successively 
more terrifying outbursts of 
savagery, as puzzling as is its

pacific acceptance by the 
victims. A boys eye is put out 
in the gym. Another is 
crucified in the chapel. 

Fritz Weaver, as Mai ley, a 
martinet hated by the boys 
for his tyranny, is the 
seeming pariah. But Malley is 
more oppressed than 
oppressor: he is the chief 
target of a virulent poison 
pen attack, slowly destroying 
his sanity. 

Director Joseph Hardy 
maintains an unbearably 
harrowing tempo, set in Jo 
Mielziner’s somber Gothic 
school. Weaver’s performance 
is especially convincing and 
utterly deadly. “Child’s Play” 
is the best example of grand 
guignol in years. 


“Child’s Play” copped all 
the Emmies except best play 
— that one went to “Borstal 
Boy,” at the Lyceum, a play 
by Dublin’s Abbey Players 
which allows you to spend an 
evening with that excellent 
drinking companion and, 
when his throat was suitably 
soothed, teller of tales, 
Brendan Behan. 

Frank McMahon has 
adapted Behan’s memoirs 
and, sure, there is himself, 
reminiscing about his youth 
in the Irish Republican Army, 
still seeking in the late thirties 
to remain the six northern 
counties through a campaign 
of bombing and terror against 
England. 

Behan was sent on such a 


mission. He was caught and 
spent three years in an 
English borstal, or 
reformatory. Before his trial, 
however, he was confined in 
Walton jail where brutal 
anti-Irish guards beat him so 
severely that his liver and 
kidneys were permanently 
damaged and unable to bear 
the strain of his later 
drinking. He died at 41. 

But “Borstal Boy” is no 
tragedy. A song and a chuckle 
is Behan’s metier and his 
instinctive poetry is often 
lyric. Behan is quick with a 
gentle quip, as when he 
replies to a jailmate seeking 
to assure him that not all 
Waltonites are anti-Irish: 
“Oh, sure. We’re very popular 

among ourselves.” 


Such is Behan’s flavor and 
director Tomas MacAnna 
recognizes that Behan does 
not hurry his tale. Thus his 
pace is somewhat leisurely. 
But the Irish are engaging pub 
companions, even at their 
own pace, as is Naill Toibinx 
as the elder Behan relating his 
youthful Adventures, and 
Frank Grimes as the younger 
Behan living them. 

“Borstal Boy” is vital and 
earthy. It may lack absolute 
consistency, but isn’t that the 
way of an Irish flight of 
fancy anyway. 

If things are slow on 
Broadway this year, they’re 
busier than ever 
off-Broadway. “Adaptation,” 
at the Greenwich Mews, 


Elaine May’s tart examination 
of contemporary life, is a 
one-acter paired with 
Terrence McNally’s “Next.” 

“Adaptation” seeks to 
destroy the facades of 
contemporary American life 
by subjecting a specimen 
suburbanite to the game of 
life as personified by a 
television game show. On a 
giant and gaudy game board, 
two players and an emcee lead 
their victim in search of 
success — but not to 
Boardwalk or Park Place. In 
this game the squares are 
Identity, Adjustment, 
Emotional Crisis and 
Maturity.

Wonderland Hosts 
Special 4-H Show 


LIVONIA - Wonderland 
Center, Plymouth at 
Middiebelt Rds., Livonia, will 
hold a 4-H Days event 
Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday June 18-20, with 
4-H groups from all over 
Wayne County participating. 

Scheduled from 11 a.m. to 
8 p.m. each day are the 
following displays and events: 

Sheep and goat shearing; 
photography demonstration, 
horse demonstration, 
personal appearance 
demonstration, fashion show, 
wool carding, dog 


demonstration, goat and cow 
milking, as wells as sewing, 
art, ceramics, egg hatching, 
electrical science, small 
animals and rock tumbling. 

Among the chapters 
represented will be groups 
from New Boston, Romulus 
and Belleville. Among the 
exhibitors will be Mrs. Ellice 
Kulick and her 16-year old 
daughter, Terese, of 
Plymouth, and Mre. Jan 
Horvath of Livonia. 

The events will take place 
on the stage and in the Big 
Top located at the west end 
of the mall. 


Inkster Couple Will Introduce 
Camp Fire Girls To Indian Lore 
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INKSTER-- An Inkster 
couple will be at Camp 
Wathana (Beautiful Place) 
near Holly, Mich., this 
summer to show Camp Fire 
Girls American Indian Life 
"the way it is and the way it 
was." 

Andrea Lanford, during 
the school year a teacher at 
Robichaud High, in the 
Westwood district is camp 
director and Ben Lanford is 
camp program director. 

Ben Lanford is concerned 
about the "romantic Indian 
lore” that is taught to Camp 
Fire Girls. At the camp the 
girls will learn that a 
"pow-wow" is nothing but an 
Indian get-together and that 
most Indian dances are just 
for fun. 

Lanford stocks an Indian 
museum at the camp from his 
own private collection of art, 
clothing and hand crafts. 
When the collection is not on 
display at the camp, it is 
stored at a museum. 

The girls will also learn 
that what is often referred to 
as "ceremonial" dress does 
not have religious 
significance, but would be 
better referred to as Indian 
"best dress". 

The older girls at the camp 
will have a chance to sleep 
overnight in a tipi, the 
dwelling of the Plains Indians, 
or the waginogan, the dome - 
shaped dwelling of Woodland 
Indians. 

The campers will also learn 
some Indian craft such as 
beadwork or qulllwork, 
which is making designs and 
decorating clothing from 
porcupine qwills. 

Older girls will have a 
chance to take part in a 
special Indian Lore unit 
called Chanku Sha, meaning 
"Red Way" or "Red Rofcd." 
In addition to spending* a 
night in the tipi, these girls 
will have Indian meal 
cookouts, make Indian 
dresses and learp Indian 
dances and games. 

On their final day at camp, 
the girls will use this 
knowledge to take part in a 
pow-wow. 

Among the dances they 
will learn will be the war 
dance, the two-step dance, 
stomp dance, belt dance, 
round dance and 49 dance. 

One of the games they will 
play is "hoop and spear". A 


willow hoop, a foot in 
diameter with a network of 
rawhide is rolled between two 
teams. 

Each team throws sticks at 
the hoop, hoping to enmesh 
them in the rawhide. At the 
end of each roll, the number 
of sticks each team gets in the 
hoop are counted. The team 
with the highest number is 
the winner. 

Another game that is still a 
favorite among many Indians 
in the Great Lakes and Plains 
regions is "bowl and dice." A 
small bowl is used to toss 
button-like dice, which are 
plain on one side and marked 
on the other. 

The Potawotami play bowl 
and dice with dice marked on 
one side with a turtle and the 
other with a bear. The bear 
can be made to stand but it is 
difficult to do. If someone 
throws the dice and the bear 
stands, the thrower is 
automatically winner of the 
game. 

The girls in the Indian 
Lore unit will also learn how 
to prepare Indian stews and 
soups, pan-baked and fried 
bread and wild foods, such as 
wild tea, cattail roots, and 
milkweed pods. In addition, 
they’ll learn how to make 
Indian desserts such as com 
meal pudding. 

This is Andrea and Ben 
Lanford’s fourth year at 
Camp Wathana. Andrea said 
she has always been 
interested in camping and has 
worked with Campfire Girls 
since she got out of college. 

Ben, who earned a 
bachelor of arts at the 
University of the Americas in 
Mexico City, is currently 
working on a master of arts 
degree in Spanish and a 
teacher’s certificate. He is 
also a substitute teacher at 
Robichaud. 

Although the Lanfords are 
most involved with the camp 
during the summer, this year 
from June 22 to Aug. 20, 
they often give lectures, 
demonstrate Indian crafts or 
do Indian dances at programs 
throughout the year. 

Andrea Lanford said she 
became interested in Indians 
later in life, but Ben said, 
"Ever since I was a child I 
enjoyed Indian things. 
Whenever we played cowboys 
and Indians, I was always an 
Indian." 

Lanford belonged to an 


Indian dance group as a 
youth and has travelled all 
over America visiting Indian 
reservations. He even took 
advantage of his college days 
in Mexico to study Indian 
culture there. 

The information he has 
gleaned about Indians has 
come from many sources, 
including the studying of 
out-of-print manuscripts at 
the Bureaus of Ethnology of 
several eastern states; 
associating with collectors 
and museum people; and just 
"being around" Indians. 

Lanford said very few 
universities have programs of 
Indian studies. There are 
some in the southwest, but 
they deal mainly with Indian 
tribes of that region. 


dialect of the western Sioux, 
Lanford said it was 
misrepresentative in many 
ways. 

One tenet of Indian life, 
he said, is that all individuals 
in the group are accepted and 
cared for. The movie shows a 
woman, whose son has died, 
being left to die because she 
has no one to hunt buffalo 
for her. 

‘‘This would never 
happen,” Lanford said 
emphatically. 

The movie also 
emphasized the "sun dance" 
as a torture that the white 
hero must undergo to prove 
himself for a girl. Lanford 
said the "sun dance" was not 
regarded as torture by the 
Indians. 


“Very few people have 
gone into it," he said. "It is 
impossible to get scholastic 
materials." 

Through his studies 
Lanford has come to 
appreciate the Indian way of 
life and is very concerned 
about the unfortunate image 
Indians have in America. 

For example, Lanford 
does not like the use of terms 
like squaw and savage that are 
popular due, in part, to 
Western movies and books. 

As a student of Indian 
culture, he was particularly 
disturbed about a 
recently-released movie 
entitled, “A Man Called 
Horse"—which was advertised 
as being authentic. 

Even though most of the 
movie was In Lakota, a 


"Indians have a different 
attitude toward pain, 
attitude toward pain," 
Lanford said. "Children are 
to be accepted as a part of 
lift." 

Indians would often fast 
or punch holes in their arms 
with an awl-like instrument as 
a "flesh offering," as if to say 
to God, "I am giving back to 
you part of my body." 

Lanford said the tipi, 
which he regards as an 
ingenous type of dwelling, 
was more than a home. It was 
also a temple, where the 
Indian would offer part of his 
food each time he ate on an 
earthen altar. 

’The Indian relationship is 
with all things not above all 
things," Lanford said. 

Another American image 
of the Indian is as a stoic.

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Laws Needed To Boost 
Local Voter Turnout 


The light voter turnout experience in 
almost every school district across western 
Wayne County last week leads us to believe 
that it may be time to look at Michigan’s 
election laws. 

A proposal currently before the state 
legislature seeks to combine school and local 
government elections with other state 
balloting in off-presidential even years. 

The goal is. in part, to bring more voters 
to the polls to vote on local issues. Judging 
by the turnout June 8. there is definite merit 
in that approach. 

Particularly in school districts where no 
millage or bond issue proposals were on the 
ballot, candidates for boards of education 
were elected with a mere smattering of local 
votes. 


running. A great number of uninformed

But, at the same time, it must seem 
obvious that something ought to be done 
about remedying the poor voter turnout for 
school elections, as well as elections for local 
government. 

Voter education has been tried, of course, 
and the results have been relatively 
discouraging. In a country where only about 
70 percent of the people vote for president, 
it is not surprising that contests on a lesser 
level draw an even smaller turnout. 

Perhaps throwing all of the electoral 
decisions at the voters at once, and saving 
the voters some trips to the polls, voting will 
be made easy enough to bring a decent 
number of citizens out to vote. At least it 
might be worth trying. 


While the responsibility for voting 
remains with the individual it is incumbent 
m+k -jjpon political leaders to find ways to make 
- easier for the voters to express their wishes 
at the polls. Voters registration drives in 
recent years have had the same motivating 
factors in mind. 


It is difficult to force citizens to be 
informed about and show an interest in the 
decisions that are to be made at the polls 
during any election year. Indeed, it is more 
common to hear citizens complain that too 
much time is devoted to political activities 
every year. 


At the same time, the off-year election 
bill might have some debatable effects. 

It is possible that the lumping of too 
many offices onto a single ballot will cause 
more problems than it is worth. 

For instance, school and city boundary 
lines in western Wayne County do not 
coincide, and a great deal of juggling would 
be necessary to properly divide the 
precincts. 

The ballot is sometimes too long for most 
’"•voters to be properly informed about every 
office at stake, and the candidates who are

To this extent, it must always be 
remembered that the voters, by their ballots, 
or their inaction, will get the kind of 
government or school administration they 
want. 

We believe an adjustment of voting 
patterns in Michigan should be explored now 
to discover where and when improvements 
can be made in bringing voters to the polls. 

While we think the voters themselves 
must ultimately live with the decisions made 
at the polls, we also believe it is the 
responsibility of government to give the 
public will every reasonable chance to be 
heard.

LANSING — Those smoke-filled rooms 
have more ash trays now and more people 
wear neckties but they are still the 
dispensaries of joy or despair for politicians. 

It is the latter day version of tossing the 
Christians to the lions with a touch of 
Hamlet tossed in. 

Both parties keep the tradition alive in 
Michigan, but observe the nicety of jargon — 
calling them Midnight Caucuses. 

The Midnight Caucus fills the statewide 
party slate and those stout promises of open 
conventions — letting the delegates 
assembled make all the decisions — go 
aflittering. 

Senator Emil Lockwood (R-Elm Hall) is 
in training for his audience in Grand Rapids 
on the midnight of Aug. 28 when 
Republicans will decide whether to back him 
for secretary of state. 

“I think by that time I’ll be able to prove 
to them I'll have the financial support I need 
and the votes to win,” he said. 


delegates - and until a week ago was freer to 
move around the state making friends. 

Lockwood has campaign managers in six 
counties, including James Babcock, Alma 
College librarian in Gratiot County and 
county GOP vice chairman, Montcalm 
County Register of Deeds Don Taylor, 
former State Rep. Robert Montgomery in 
Clinton County and Ned Nelson, a longtime 
party worker in Eaton County. 

He has bought his bumper stickers and 
pins for lapels, has had color and black and 
white portraits made, has hired a public 
relations firm, and has organized a central 
campaign team. 

Lockwood will be extolled across the 
state by PR Associates, of Detroit, headed 
by Bev Beltaire, wife of Mark Beltaire, the 
Detroit Free Press columnist. 

If nominated, Lockwood sees virtue in 
Gov. Milliken’s plan to coordinate the 
campaigns of all candidates. Somebody, he 
said, has got to sort out the public relations 
gents. 


•Til have the backing, both financially 
and from the delegates. There is some 
corelation between the two. I suppose it is 
possible to win other wise, but it’s sure not 
likely.” 


"Each of the candidates will have his own 
public relations firm and they should all be 
saying the same thing, at least things that 
don’t conflict with each other,” Lockwood 
said. 


Lockwood is a realist, but he’s also aware 
of the exceptions. 

Republican Alvin Bentley, of Owosso, 
had plenty of money but lost in every 
statewide bid. Republican Fred Matthaei 
bought billboards by the gross but lost to 
Democrat Gerald Dunn in their race lor the 
University of Michigan Board of Regents. 


His legislative load has diminished 
dramatically — but Lockwood lends a hand 
in the arm-twisting department. In Lansing 
this is called compromise. 

So that’s the way Lockwood is getting 
ready for the Midnight Caucus — not 
appealing to voters at this time but building 
a record of money and strength within the 
party. 


"It’s possible to lose even with financial 
support, but it’s rare,” Lockwood said. 

Lockwood spends a great deal of time on 
the telephone these days rounding up money 
and delegate support. He knows that while 
delegates still haven’t been chosen, those 
who went to the convention last time are 
likely to go again. 


The door will open and arrayed at a table 
will be Gov. Milliken, State Chairman 
William McLaughlin and other party leaders, 
district chairman and a handful of aides. 

Before the delegates have breakfast and 
walk the tunnel route from the Pantlind 
Hotel to the Grand Rapids Civic Center 
Auditorium, the ticket will be set. 


His opponent at this time is Rep. Weldon 
O. Yeager (R-Detroit) who has not had the 
public exposure Lockwood has enjoyed as 
Senate Majority Leader before his 
resignation from that job. 

Yeager earlier said he already has 
commitments from a majority of convention 


And Lockwood will know whether his 
best performance - and whether his 
financial backing and delegate strength 
was enough. 

That’s what happened in the Midnight 
Caucus which probably won’t be as 
smoke-filled this year.

Afraid Of New People?

Walk a mile near downtown Detroit, and see the 
new expressways. See Lafayette Park. See Wayne 
State University. 

It’s all beautiful, modern architecture, brassy, 
shiny, patterned stone. It’s modem fragile bridges 
of aesthetic beauty. 

It’s streets like John C. Lodge, Edsel Ford, 
Fisher, Jefferies, and Chrysler. All are modern all 
are swift. All move suburbanites to the heart of 
Detroit. 

Walk along the edges, and see homes. Imagine 
5, 10, 15 years ago, when the homes were joined 
in one subdivision. 

How many homes did they move for schools, 
apartments, freeways? How many families lost a 
place to stay? 

Urban renewal beautified the city, and 
displaced thousands. 

The federal government made low income 
housing available to these people, and now those 9 
who use the freeways, and the universities and the 


office buildings are complaining because low 
income families are moving out to their sanctums 
in the suburbs. 

Surrey Heights residents complain, because low 
income houses are being built close to their own 
high cost, $30,000 homes. ‘These low income 
houses will reduce our own homes’ valuations over 
the years,” complained one resident. 

Is that Surrey Heights’ concern, really? 

The low income houses inside Surrey Heights 
are grouped at one end of the subdivision, and are 
all in the $21,000 price range. The higher-priced 
homes are grouped at the other end. 

"I don’t see any affect on the valuation of the 
higher homes over the years, providing all homes 
in the area are kept up at approximately the same 
quality,” said one area realtor. T think they’re 
complaining about the type of people who might 
move into the low income houses.” 

Homes don’t lose valuation because of the 
proximity of lower-priced homes. 

"Its been common for the past 20 years for a 


developer to build homes in one subdivision with a 
$10,000 price difference,” said an FHA 
spokesman. "The low income houses in Surrey 
Heights are within that $10,000 price range 
difference, and are nice. I think they're worried 
about the people who will buy them.” 

He said the price difference will not detract 
from the valuation of the more expensive homes. 

An informed city government source said, 
"There’s no doubt the people are complaining 
about the possible residents. But they won’t admit 
it. They’re racially motivated.” 

"Lets face it,” said another realtor, "the people 
who buy these homes are sometimes on ADC or 
relief. They’re complaining about the people, not 
the homes.” 

Examine your consciences, Surrey Heights 
residents. Realtors, FHA spokesmen, and city 
officials agree, the low cost homes won’t affect 
your property valuation. It’s been a common 
practice for years. 

Do you worry about the homes, or the people?

"Black Power” is a much misunderstood phrase that means 
many things to many people. To some people it conjures up 
fearful images of anarchy and violence, while others regard it 
as a powerful answer to the black man’s problems. 


To me the cry of black power means that black people are 
seeking to increase their power in all spheres of life so that 
they will have more influence over their own destinies. 


In this way black power can be compared to the growing 
self-awareness on the part of any immigrant group. Thus we 
might use the term “Irish Power” to explain how 
Irish -Americans changed from an immigrant group that was 
looked down upon to one that produced a U.S. President and 
other prominent public figures.

Another phrase was added to this vocabulary Thursday 
night at Inkster High School. Dr. Clifton Wharton, speaking to 
171 graduates and their parents and friends, talked about 
brainpower and black intellectual power. 

The Michigan State University president told the group, 
"You and 1 know there are many people who do not have 
anything approaching a minimal standard of living. We must 
have the trained minds that can solve these problems. 

"Many of these (problems) concern black people,” he said. 
"They won’t be solved until there is a core of black 
intellectual power.”

Dr. Wharton added that, unlike material possessions, "the 
essence of this power is that it’s completely yours. It cannot 
be taken away from you.” 


The university president said a college education could help 
black youths to better understand a hostile world, to cope 
with injustice and gain economic and political power. 

Dr. Wharton’s message was a worthwhile and inspiring one 
for the students who are planning on continuing their 
education. He may even have inspired a few more to seek a 
college career. 

There was one flaw in his speech, however. He did not 
speak to those students who are not scholastically qualified or 
financially able to attend college. 

There are many of them at Inkster High and it would have 
been appropriate to suggest ways, other than earning a 
university degree, that these youths could increase their black 
intellectual power. 

But Dr. Wharton’s presence alone, as a successful and 
prominent black man, served as a living example of what black 
people can do to achieve.

For A Settlement

The battle over who shall and shall not be 
allowed to leaye the People’s Community Hospital 
Authority (PCJHA) is a fight that must end almost 
certainly in political settlement. 

Politics may not appear to belong in the 
running of a chain of hospitals, but there is a good 
reason why the only logical settlement of the 
current controversy could well be found by 
political agreement. 

On one hand we have the city of Dearborn 
Heights, and its mayor, John Canfield, a man with 
a strong political nature. Canfield would like to see 
the citizens of Dearborn Heights have their own 
hospital. 

Canfield contends, and with some justification, 
that Dearborn Heights residents pay taxes to 
PCHA, but use many hospitals in Detroit and 
Dearborn. If a hospital is to be built at ail in 
Dearborn Heights, Canfield would like to have It 
on home soil. 


Also in favor of Dearborn Heights position is 
the idea that it is unfair to require a city to do 
something against its will— that is, to stay in 
PCHA. It smacks of heavy-handed tactics to deny 
the Dearborn Heights citizenry the right to leave. 

On the other hand, it is no small concern of 
local officials, and PCHA authorities, that 
individual cities could be allowed to pull out of 
PCHA with little or no consideration of what 
might happen to the rest of the authority. 

Could PCHA function for very long— expanding 
facilities, maintaining others, selling bonds 
etc.— when it is constantly threatened with the 
departure of one or more of its authority 
members? Many PCHA officials and community 
leaders feel the affect would not be good. 

At the same time, PCHA hospitals are constantly 
being attacked for poor service, delays in 
admission, staff impoliteness and high costs. In 
this area, PCHA hospitals are no more immune 


from public criticism than any other public service 
agency. 

PCHA officials staunchly defend the care 
patients receive in authority hospitals, and they 
are more right than wrong. Despite all the 
potshots PCHA can be proud of what it has 
accomplished. 

All of these things point to the fact that the 
PCHA problems will be solved not by consensus 
but by compromise. The solution won’t be one 
that everyone will like, but will be one that 
everyone will be able to live with. 

This is where politics enters. Somewhere a 
solution is waiting to be found, and through 
discussion it will eventually be a reality. 

PCHA has a future in western Wayne County. 
Even if it is not growing fast enough to satisfy 
everyone, PCHA has something to offer those who 
are patient.

With Economic Slump

WASHINGTON, D.C. - 
Congressman William D. Ford 
( Democrat-15th District of 
Michigan) charged that the 
Nixon Administration’s 
policies have brought the 
American economy to its 
lowest point since the Hoover 
Depression of the early 
1930’s. He made the charge 
in a speech on the House 
floor June 10. 

Congressman Ford cited 
unemployment, rising living 
costs, declining real income, 
high interest rates, reduced 
housing starts and sharp 
drops in both the stock 
market and the Gross 
National Product. 

Noting that the national 
unemployment figure had 
re a ched 5 per cent, 
Congressman Ford pointed 
out that Michigan’s 
unemployment rate for 
March was 6.4 per cent — 
well above the national 
average. Also in Michigan, he 


said, 21,060 workers 
exhausted their 
Unemployment benefits 
during the first four months 
of 1970, compared to some 

40.000 during all of 1969. 

Throughout the nation, 
Congressman Ford said, 

4.100.000 persons are out of 
work, and 1,300,000 have 
lost their jobs in the past 
year. 

‘‘Even Republican 
economists warn that the 
unemployment rate may 
reach 6 per cent in the 
coming year, meaning 
another million persons 
without jobs,” he declared. 

“Living costs are 
continuing to soar. They have 
risen 6 per cent since 
December, the sharpest 
increase in nearly 20 years. 
Food, housing and medical 
costs have led the way in this 
upward swing, striking 


hardest at the middle-income 
families and retirees. 

“Real income, or actual 
take-home pay in terms of 
buying power, has dropped 
2.8 per cent since September, 
1968, and continues to go 
down. Overtime is becoming 
a thing of the past. 

“Interest rates have 
reached a 100-year high,” 
Congressman Ford continued, 
“and federally financed 
mortgage rates have risen 26 
per cent since Nixon took 
office. Half of all American 
families have been priced out 
of the housing market, and 
college students must pay 12 
per cent for loans to finance 
their education.” 

Congressman Ford said 
that housing starts dropped 
by 42 per cent in 1969, even 
though the demand for new 
housing is higher than ever. 
As a result, unemployment in 
the building trades rose to

Brian Kelly is an actor and 
was the star of the television 
show, Flipper. 

Going back still farther, 
the son of the late Gov. 
Frank D. Fitzgerald, John F. 
Fitzgerald, used to visit the 


capitol wearing pantaloons. 
He learned to like the place. 

Young Fitzgerald came 
back as counsel for the 
Senate judiciary committee, 
was elected to the State 
Senate and now is one of 
Michigan’s Appeals Court 
judges. 

Young Bill Milliken 
recalled it all when he drove 
his car in from Colorado 
Springs, Colo., alone, with 
the top down - and sleeping 
in the car. 

He’s in the finest tradition 
of Election Day’s children.

The Gross National 
Product, a key indicator of 
the economy, dropped to 
$724.3 billion in the first 
quarter of 1970, and has 
fallen some $6 billion in the 
past six months. 

The stock market has 
plummeted in recent weeks 
to such a dangerous point 
that experts fear a repeat of 
the 1929 crash, Congressman 
Congressman Ford declared. 

Congressman Ford pointed 
out, however, that “big 
business and big bankers who 
so avidly support Republican 
policies” have not shared in 
the economic slump. 

“Bank profits were up 13 
per cent in 1969,” he said. 
“United States Steel reported 
its profits up 38.8 per cent 
for the final quarter of 1969, 
compared to 1968, and 
Kennecut Copper’s profit 
rose 71 per cent in 1969. 

“It is the long-suffering 
‘middle American” who is 
paying through the nose for 
the Nixon recession,” 
Congressman Ford asserted, 
“and his loss cannot be 
measured by statistics. 

“Percentage points do not 
reveal the fear of 
unemployment, the depleted 
savings accounts, the deferred 
medical or dental care, the 
postponed vacations, the 
meatless dinners, the unpaid 
bills, the threadbare clothing, 
or the wornout automobile 
which must be patched up 
and driven ‘one more year.' 

“The deteriorating state of 
the Nation’s economy is 
graphic proof that the Nixon 
Administration’s policies are 
a complete failure,” 
Congressman Ford declared. 
“It is time for the President 
to face up to the situation 
and use the powers of his 
office to halt our plunge into 
economic disaster.”
